One y ear ag o, when it was 
known that Sedalia woi^ld not 
hav e a cou nty fair, the enterp ris­ 
ing citizens of the thrifty little v il­ 
lag e of Lamonte decided to hold a 
one day Harv est Home Carniv al, 
and with less than 
a month’s 
p rep arations and by offering liberal 
p remiu ms, su cceeded in g etting 
tog ether the larg est crowd, p rob­ 
ably , that ev er assembled in Pettis 
cou nty ou tside of Sedalia. 
So su ccessfu l was the affair that 
a two day s’ fair and harv est car­ 
niv al was decided u p on for this 
y ear, and the p resent week select­ 
ed for the date, this being the 
op ening day . 
The necessary committees were 
ap p ointed, with C. E. Johnson as 
p resident, and W . H. Og lesby as 
g eneral manag er, and all necessary 
p rep arations, in^ the way of p ro­ 
g ramme and p remiu ms, were made 
to insu re a larg e attendance, and 
su ccess is already assu red. 
When the train from Sedalia ar­ 
riv ed at 8 o’clock this morning , 
with the Sedalia Military band and 
half a hu ndred or more p asseng ers, 
the little v illag e, alway s p retty and 
inv iting , was fou nd cov ered with 
flag s, bu nting and other decora­ 
tions, with the word “ Welcome” 
meeting the ey e from ev ery direc­ 
tion, and ev ery one of the citizens 
on the mov e, g iv ing life and bu stle 
to all the su rrou nding s, while p eo­ 
p le are arriv ing from ev ery direc­ 
tion. 
A larg e band stand, beau tifu lly 
decorated, had been erected at the 
intersection of Pine 
and Main 
streets, in fu ll v iew of the dep ot 
and the main streets entering the 
town from fou r directions, which 
the band took charg e of and du r­ 
ing the forenoon rendered fine 
mu sic. 
The two main streets are lined 
with ev erg reen trees ju st p lanted, 
looking as fresh as if they had 
g rown there, while all the bu siness 
hou ses are g aily decorated with 
flag s and bu nting and farm p ro­ 
du cts, with larg e p u mp kins—larg e 
enou g li to cap tu re Cannon’s p rem­ 
iu ms—p redominating . 
A g ood show ring has be^en ar­ 
rang ed in the center of the town 
for the disp lay of stock, inclu ding 
colts, saddlers, driv ers and draft 
and p ole teams, with the ju dg es’ 
stand in the center. 
A larg e room near the band 
stand is being u tilized as an art 
hall and is well filled with a fine 
disp lay of handiwork. 
Adjoining is 
the ag ricu ltu ral 


hall, which is filled with as fine a 
collection of farm, g arden and 
orchard p rodu cts as was ev er seen 
tog ether in the cou nty . 
There are many entries for the 
liberal p remiu ms offered and here­ 
tofore p rinted in the 
D e m oc r at , 
and comp etition will be close. 
The carniv al p arade, which takes 
p lace tomorrow afternoon, 
will 
hav e many fine entries and p rom­ 
ises to ex ceed that of last y ear, 
which was p ronou nced fine.

THE AGRICULTURAL ANT. 


He Reg u larly Plan ts, Atten d s an d 
Har­ 
v ests a Cro p . 


Among the many curious insects 
found in Texas is the “ agricultural 
ant.” 
It is truly an agriculturist— 
planting, 
tending 
and 
harvesting 
crops as regularly as any farmer in 


the land. 
When getting ready to do its plant­ 
ing, this ( ¡neer little farme'r makes a 
circular clearing, from ten to twelve 
feet in diameter, sometimes in the 
very heart of a cotton field or a corn- 
ael'd. sometimes in rough, wild pas­ 
ture land. 
The work it accomplishes, 
considering its size, is reall}' marvel­ 
ous, for with its teeth it cuts through 
tough, thick stems, and by twisting, 
pulling and biting, finally clears awnv’ 
everythinii that would be a hindrance 


to its crop. 
If a fruit tree is near and shades 
the anl farm too much the ant sets to 
work and strips the tree of its leaves. 
Its farm is kept clear of all weeds and 
other growth, until the crop is ready 
to harvest, which is in the latter part 
of June, and consists of tall, yellowish 
grass. 
With great care the ant cuts 
the seed from the stalks and stores it 
for its future sustenance. 
The har­ 
vesting done, the dry stubble is cut, 
and the weeds once more take posses­ 


sion of the ground. 
Agricultural ants frequently injure 
fields and destroy many an acre of 
produce, 
for, 
when making their 
clearings, they mihlessly cut down 
corn, cotton, wheat or anything else 
that chances to he in the way. 
When 
once they take possession of a piece of 
grround, they absolutely refuse to be 
driven away until they have harvested 
a crop of “ ant corn.” — Cincinnati

T>ut the crops are de])end- 
ent on the mon.soons— the so uthwest 
mo nso o n in the b eg in n in g o f summer, 
and the no rtheast mo nso o n in the win­ 
ter. 
If these perio dic rains are late, 
or arc insulTicient in quantity,tro uble 
co mes, and the spring and 
winter 
crops of wheat, barley and pulses in 
the no rth, and o f rice and millets in 
tlic so uth, l>egiu to suirer. 
When the mo nso o ns fail abso lutely 
there is destitutio n in tlieai’ eetcd dis­ 
trict, and when a persistent successio n 
o f failures and partial failures o ccur 
there co mes a great and terrible fam­ 
ine, like that the co untry 
is 
nou 
cro aning under. 
Since the first great 
famine o f which there are 
records 
dev astated the land in irrO ,w hen 10.- 
000,000 perished in Bengal alo ne, I n ­ 
dia has scarcely passed a decade free 
fro m scarcity of grain in one district 


or ano ther. 
T h e British go v ernm ent expects a 
dro ught abo ut twice in ev ery- 
nine 
years, and a great famine like the 
present iibout tn ice in a century.

Early, ? yesterday 
morning city 
linemen found the cross of wires 
which, the night before,caused the 
death of two patrolmen and the 
injury of thirteen other attaches of 
the department, says today’s St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The cross was 
at Eighth and 
Carr streets, with a wire of the 
Seckner 
Contracting 
company, 
wh^xh has the city lighting con­ 
tract down town. The electric light 
wire, stretched between two poles 
at E ight and Carr 
streets, 
had 
sagged until it hung within one 
inch of a wire of the police and fire 
alarm telephone systems. 
T he insulation of the electric 
light wire had burned off, and the 
passage of high-tension electricity 
was as free as if there had been no 
insulation at all. 
The Jaw requires 
that overhead wires shall be at least 
18 inches apart, but the Seckner 
wire. 
Superintendent 
of 
City 
Lighting O ’R eilly says, was but a 
few inches above the police and 
fire alarm wire. 
The linemen worked all night 
trying to locate the danger spot, 
and found it after daylight. 
Supt. 
W ay, of the Imperial Light and 
Power company, which furnishes 
the electricity to the Seckner com- 
pany, was ot the opinion Monday 
night 
that death 
had 
not been 
wrought by a Seckner wire, as his 
ine menhad reported all the wires 
clear and all lights burning. 
The line was clear and all the 
ights were burning, but an inch 
under one wire, with the insula- 
ion burned off, was the police te% 
ephone wire, and over thic wire 
death 
from 
the Imperial power 
house at Tenth and St. Charles 
streets was shot into the policemen 
as they opened the telephone boxes 
on their beats to call up their sta­ 
tion, as is their custom. 
A s soon as the danger spot was 
located Mr. O ’Reilly ordered both 
wires cut and made a diagram for 
use at the coroner’s inquest over 
the two dead policemen tomorrow 
morning 
The funerals of the two 
policemen will be held at 2 o ’clock
